THE   AIMS    OF   THE    UNIVERSITY 

The  aims  of  Brandeis  University  were  stated  by  its  President,  Abram 
L.  Sachar,  ten  years  ago.  Brandeis  is  an  institution  of  quality  where 
integrity  of  learning,  of  research,  of  writing,  of  teaching,  will  never 
be  compromised.  Brandeis  University  is  also  a  school  of  spirit,  a 
school  in  which  the  temper  and  climate  of  the  mind  will  take  preced- 
ence over  the  acquisition  of  skills.  Brandeis  is  a  non-sectarian 
university  which  offers  its  opportunities  of  learning  to  all. 


THE    BRANDEIS    SUMMER    SCHOOL 

The  Brandeis  University  Summer  School  was  inaugurated  in  1957. 
Now,  as  then,  all  courses  will  be  offered  within  the  framework  of 
Institutes  embodying  unifying  themes.  Courses  will  be  of  an  ad- 
vanced nature,  directed  primarily  to  graduate  students.  Qualified 
undergraduates  and  non-degree  candidates  will  be  accepted.*  In 
1958,  the  ratio  of  graduate  students  to  undergraduates  was  approxi- 
mately three  to  one.  Although  status  is  not  emphasized,  all  stu- 
dents are  expected  to  be  adequately  prepared  and  seriously  moti- 
vated. Classes  will  be  small,  and  auditing  will  not  be  permitted. 
Outstanding  scholars  will  come  to  the  campus  for  coUoquia  and 
special  lectures. 


THE    BRANDEIS    ENVIRONMENT 

Brandeis  is  a  wonderful  blend  of  the  old  and  the  new.  The  Uni- 
versity campus,  comprising  more  than  200  acres,  is  situated  high 
on  tree-studded  hills  overlooking  the  panorama  of  the  suburbs  of 
Greater  Boston.  The  buildings  are  modern,  the  program  is  new; 
but  the  traditions  of  the  region  are  old  and  rich. 

Classes  for  all  Institutes  except  Music  will  be  held  in  the  seminar 
rooms  of  the  air-conditioned  Rabb  Graduate  Center;  classes  for  the 
Music  Institute  will  be  held  in  the  air-conditioned  Slosberg  Music 
and  Art  Center.  The  dining  hall  and  main  lounge  are  in  the  four- 
year  old  Sherman  Student  Center.  Facilities  for  Summer  School 
residents  consist  of  modern  dormitories  for  single  students  and 
semi-private  units  for  married  students. 

The  relaxed  and  congenial  atmosphere  of  the  Brandeis  campus  is 
an  ideal  environment  for  serious  study. 

The  Institute  in  Theoretical  Physics  will  be  limited  to  graduate  and  post -doctorate  students. 
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ADMISSION 

The  application  form  which  is  the  last  page  of  this  Bulletin  is  to  be  used 
in  applying  for  admission  to  the  Summer  School. 

Graduate  students  or  holders  of  advanced  degrees  will  be  accepted  for 
admission  on  receipt  of  their  applications. 

Undergraduates  are  required  to  supplement  their  applications  with  a 
letter  of  recommendation. 

Special  students  (non-degree  candidates)  must  accompany  their  appli- 
cations with  a  letter  explaining  their  interest  in  and  qualifications  for 
the  courses  they  wish  to  take. 

Registration  materials  will  be  forwarded  to  applicants  upon  approval  of 
admission . 

FELLOWSHIPS.  A  limited  number  of  fellowships  will  be  awarded 
in  each  Institute.  The  appropriate  space  on  the  application  form  should 
be  checked  by  applicants  desiring  fellowship  assistance,  and  the  neces- 
sary forms  will  be  transmitted  by  the  Summer  School  office.  Fellowship 
applications  must  be  completed  and  returned  by  May  29.  Students 
planning  to  live  on  campus  will  be  given  preference  in  the  awarding 
of  fellowships. 

ACADEMIC  CREDIT.  Degree  credit  will  be  granted  on  the  basis 
of  three  credits  per  six -week  course.  Candidates  for  credit  will  be  re- 
quired to  take  the  final  examination  or  its  equivalent.  Students  wishing 
to  apply  Summer  School  credits  toward  a  degree  at  another  institution 
are  advised  to  obtain  advance  approval  from  the  appropriate  official  at 
that  institution . 

TRANSCRIPTS.  One  formal  transcript  of  grades  will  be  mailed  to 
the  student's  home  address  (unless  otherwise  requested)  at  the  close  of 
the  Summer  School.  A  charge  of  $1.00  will  be  made  for  each  addi- 
tional transcript  requested.

EXPLANATION  OF  FEES 

REGISTRATION.  The  Registration  fee  covers  administrative 
services,  use  of  library  facilities,  use  of  recreational  facilities,  and 
participation  in  all  officially  sponsored  extracurricular  activities. 
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TUITION.  In  addition  to  the  cost  of  courses,  tuition  payment  covers 
attendance  at  all  special  lectures,  colloquia,  and  seminars  conducted 
under  the  auspices  of  the  Institute  or  Institutes  in  which  a  student  is 
enrolled. 

REGISTRATION 

Preliminary  registration  for  Brandeis  students  will  take  place  on 
Monday,  May  25,  from  9:00  A.M.  to  5:00  P.M.  at  the  Summer  School 
Office,  Rabb  109. 

Regular  registration  for  all  students  will  take  place  on  Monday,  June  22, 
from  9:00  A.M.  to  5:00  P.M.  at  the  Rabb  Graduate  Center.  Library 
cards,  meal  tickets,  course  slips,  and  other  pertinent  material  will  be 
issued  at  that  time. 

Students  may  register  for  courses  in  different  Institutes,  provided  that 
their  total  enrollment  constitutes  no  more  than  three  full  courses. 

*LATE  REGISTRATION.  Under  special  circumstances,  permis- 
sion may  be  obtained  from  the  Director  to  register  after  June  22,  but  no 
later  than  June  29.  There  will  be  a  fee  of  $5.00  for  Late 
Registration. 

CHANGE  OF  REGISTRATION.  Change  from  one  course  to 
another,  addition  of  a  course,  cancellation  of  a  course,  or  change  in 
credit  status,  may  be  made  by  applying  at  the  Summer  School  Office 
no  later  than  June  29.  There  will  be  a  fee  of  $5.00  for  Registration 
Change. 

FACILITIES  AND  SERVICES 

HOUSING.  Rooms  for  individual  students  are  available  only  with 
board.  A  limited  number  of  apartments  (without  kitchen)  are  available 
for  married  students  who  are  accompanied  by  their  spouses.  Linens 
and  blankets  are  supplied.  Reading  lamps  are  not  provided.  Appli- 
cants are  requested  to  complete  the  ''Room  Accommodation"  section 
of  the  application  form.  A  deposit  of  $10.00  must  accompany  apphca- 
tions  for  campus  housing.  This  deposit  is  not  returnable  if  the  appH- 
cant  fails  to  occupy  the  room. 

LIBRARY.  The  University  Library  will  be  open  Monday  through 
Saturday  of  each  week.  In  addition,  there  are  separate  music  and 
science  libraries,  housed  in  the  Music  and  Science  Centers,  for  stu- 
dents concentrating  in  these  areas. 

Teachers  in  public  school  systems  whose  closing  dates  are  later  than  June  22  may 
secure  permission  from  the  Director  to  enroll  up  to  June  29,  without  penalty. 
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BOOK  STORE.  The  University  Bcx)k  Store  stocks  all  the  textbooks 
needed  for  Summer  School  courses  and,  in  addition,  carries  a  wide 
and  attractive  variety  of  paperbacks  from  all  publishers.  The  Book 
Store  will  also  fulfill  the  needs  of  students  for  toilet  articles,  stationery, 
candy,  etc. 

RECREATION  AND  SOCIAL  ACTIVITIES.  The  favorable 
location  of  Brandeis  will  enable  students  to  enjoy  the  many  advantages 
of  Metropolitan  Boston.  Boston  is  only  twelve  miles  from  the  campus 
and  is  easily  accessible  by  automobile .  Special  trips  may  be  arranged 
to  museums  and  historic  sites  in  the  area.  Three  professional  summer 
theaters  perform  nearby.  Weekly  concerts  will  be  held  on  the  campus. 
Distinguished  motion  pictures  will  be  shown  on  the  campus  each  week. 
A  weekly  gazette  of  all  major  artistic,  recreational  and  social  activities 
will  be  distributed  to  students.  Swimming  is  accessible  at  a  number 
of  fine  beaches  only  an  hour  away  from  the  campus  by  automobile.  At 
Brandeis  itself,  indoor  and  outdoor  athletics  will  be  arranged  for  inter- 
ested students.  Four  tennis  courts  are  available. 

MEDICAL  SERVICES.  There  will  be  a  nurse  on  duty  at  the 
Brandeis  Inhrmary  from  9:00  A.M.  to  5:00  P.M.  Mondays  through 
Fridays.  A  regular  member  of  the  Brandeis  University  medical  staff 
will  be  on  call  at  all  times.  The  Waltham  Hospital  is  a  short  distance 
from  the  campus. 

COUNSELING.  A  counseling  staff  will  be  resident  on  campus  and 
will  be  available  to  help  students  at  all  times. 

VETERANS.  Veterans'  benefits  under  the  various  Pubhc  Laws  may 
be  used  for  summer  school  study,  provided  that  all  applications  are 
cleared  with  the  Veterans  Administration  prior  to  registering  in  Sum- 
mer School. 


WITHDRAWAL  OR  DISMISSAL 

WITHDRAWAL.  A  student  may  withdraw  by  canceUing  his  or  her 
registration  at  the  Summer  School  Office.  There  will  be  no  refund  of 
registration  fees.  Refunds  of  tuition  and  room  and  board  fees  will  be 
made  on  the  following  basis :

Psychoanalysis  as  a  Theoretical  System  S-230 

The  development  of  Freudian  theory  to  its  present  status;  the  conceptual  problems 
involved;  the  conceptual  structure  that  has  emerged  and  its  system  properties.  Ample 
reference  will  be  made  to  cases  of  psychopathology  and  psychotherapy,  but  also  to 
phenomena  of  everyday  life  in  the  home  and  school,  as  well  as  to  research  problems.

The  seminar  will  be  concerned  with  the  analysis  of  postural  and  sensory  behavior, 
based  on  clinical  observation.  The  correlation  between  verbal  and  non-verbal  com- 
munication during  the  psychoanalytic  session  and  during  a  face-to-face  interview 
(Associative  Anamnesis)  will  be  illustrated  by  verbatim  recorded  interviews,  by  a 
a  sound  film,  and  by  lantern  slides.  It  will  be  shown  how  the  human  beings'  use  of  the 
interpersonal  relationship  unconsciously  opens  the  gateways  from  mind  to  body  and 
vice-versa .

The  course  will  deal  with  the  emotioned  conflicts  and  behavioral  deviations  in  child- 
hood from  the  pre-school  through  the  adolescent  years.  The  application  of  psycho- 
ancilytic  theories  will  be  discussed  in  reference  to  cliniccd  cases.  These  cases  will  be 
selected  with  a  view  to  demonstrating  the  sequences  in  personality  development  in 
the  child  and  deviations  in  that  development  referable  to  certain  stresses,  trauma,  and 
crises  that  may  occur  at  various  age  levels  in  childhood.

An  attempt  to  define  the  special  characteristics  of  the  American  theater 
and  drama  through  an  investigation  of  the  ways  in  which  it  reflects  par- 
ticular cultural  and  social  attitudes  and  situations.  Projects  will  be  as- 
signed, according  to  the  specieil  interests  of  the  students  and  the  instructor, 
in  selected  periods  from  the  beginning  of  the  nineteenth  century  to  the 
present.

THE  AIMS  OF  THE  UNIVERSITY 

At  the  inaugural  ceremonies  in  October,  1948,  the  aims  of  the 
University  were  stated  by  President  Abram  Leon  Sachar.  Brandeis 
is  an  institution  of  quality  where  integrity  of  learning,  of  research, 
of  writing,  of  teaching,  will  never  be  compromised.  Brandeis 
University  is  also  a  school  of  spirit,  a  school  in  which  the  temper 
and  climate  of  the  mind  will  take  precedence  over  the  acquisition 
of  skills.  Brandeis  is  a  non-sectarian  university  which  offers  its 
opportunities  of  learning  to  all. 

THE  BRANDEIS  SUMMER  SCHOOL 

The  Brandeis  University  Summer  School  was  inaugurated  in 
1957.  Now,  as  then,  all  courses  will  be  offered  within  the  frame- 
work of  Institutes  embodying  unifying  themes.  Courses  will  be 
of  an  advanced  nature,  directed  primarily  to  graduate  students. 
Qualified  undergraduates  and  non-degree  candidates  will  be 
accepted,  although  the  overwhelming  majority  of  our  students 
are  either  graduates  or  holders  of  advanced  degrees.  (The 
Institute  in  Theoretical  Physics  will  be  limited  to  graduate  and 
post-doctoral  students.)  An  undergraduate  applicant  must  have 
a  letter  of  recommendation  sent  to  the  Summer  School  by  a 
faculty  member  of  the  institution  in  which  he  is  enrolled.  All 
students  are  expected  to  be  adequately  prepared  and  seriously 
motivated.  Classes  are  small,  and  auditing  is  not  permitted. 
Outstanding  scholars  will  come  to  the  campus  for  colloquia 
and  special  lectures. 

THE  BRANDEIS  ENVIRONMENT 

Brandeis  is  a  wonderful  blend  of  the  old  and  the  new.  The 
University  campus,  comprising  more  than  200  acres,  is  situated 
high  on  tree-studded  hills  overlooking  the  panorama  of  the 
suburbs  of  Greater  Boston.  The  buildings  are  modern,  the 
program  is  new;  but  the  traditions  of  the  region  are  old  and  rich. 

All  classes  except  the  Music  courses  and  the  Painting  Workshop 
will  be  held  in  the  seminar  rooms  of  the  new  air-conditioned 
Goldfarb  Library  building;  the  Music  Institute  classes  will  be  in 
the  air-conditioned  Slosberg  Music  Center;  the  Painting  Workshop 
in  the  Shapiro  Athletic  Center.  The  dining  hall  and  main  lounge 
are  in  the  new  air-conditioned  North  Quadrangle.  Facilities  for 
Summer  School  residents  consist  of  modern  dormitories  for  single 
students  and  semi-private  units  for  married  students.

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ADMISSION 

The  application  form  which  is  the  last  page  of  this  Bulletin  is  to  be 
used  in  applying  for  admission  to  the  Summer  School. 

Graduate  students  or  holders  of  advanced  degrees  will  normally  be 

accepted  for  admission  on  receipt  of  their  applications.  Because  of 

space    limitations    it    may    be    necessary    to    limit    attendance    in 

some  Institutes. 

Undergraduates  are  required  to  supplement  their  applications  with 

a  letter  of  recommendation. 

Special    students    (non-degree    candidates)    must    accompany    their 

applications  with  a  letter  explaining  their  interest  in  and  qualifications 

for  the  courses  they  wish  to  take. 

FELLOWSHIPS.  A  limited  number  of  tuition  fellowships  will  be 
awarded  in  the  Archaeology,  Art,  Literature,  and  Psychology  Institutes. 
In  the  Music  and  Theoretical  Physics  Institutes  fellowship  arrange- 
ments are  as  follows.  MUSIC:  A  limited  number  of  tuition  and 
maintenance  fellowships  are  availalDle.  PHYSICS:  A  number  of  pre- 
doctoral  fellowships  covering  room,  board,  and  travel  allowance;  and 
several  post-doctoral  stipends  of  up  to  $500  each  are  available.  There 
will  be  no  tuition  fees  for  applicants  who  are  accepted  in  the 
Physics  Institute. 

Since  all  fellowships  are  limited,  it  is  advisable  to  file  fellowship 
application  forms  at  an  early  date.  (Forms  will  be  issued  to  applicants 
who  request  them  by  checking  the  appropriate  space  of  the  Appli- 
cation for  Admission  form.)  No  fellowship  application  will  be  con- 
sidered after  June  3.  Students  planning  to  live  on  campus  will  be 
given  preference  in  the  awarding  of  fellowships. 

ACADEMIC  CREDIT.  Degree  credit  will  be  granted  on  the  basis  of 
three  credits  per  six- week  course.  Candidates  for  credit  will  be  re- 
quired to  take  the  final  examination  or  its  equivalent.  Students  wishing 
to  apply  Summer  School  credits  toward  a  degree  at  another  institution 
are  advised  to  obtain  advance  approval  from  the  appropriate  official 
at  that  institution.

REGISTRATION.  The  Registration  fee  covers  administrative  services, 
use  of  library  facilities,  use  of  recreational  facilities,  and  participation 
in  all  officially  sponsored  extracurricular  activities. 

TUITION.  In  addition  to  the  cost  of  courses,  tuition  payment  covers 
attendance  at  all  special  lectures,  colloquia,  and  seminars  conducted 
under  the  auspices  of  the  Institute  or  Institutes  in  which  a  student 
is  enrolled. 

REGISTRATION

of  admission. 

Preliminary  registration  for  Brandeis  students  will  take  place  on 
Wednesday,  May  18,  from  9:00  a.m.  to  5:00  p.m.  at  the  Summer 
School  Office,  Gryzmish  103. 

Regular  registration  for  all  students  will  take  place  on  Monday, 
June  27,  from  9:00  a.m.  to  5:00  p.m.,  in  the  Browsing  Room  of  the 
Goldfarb  Library.  Library  cards,  meal  tickets,  course  slips,  and  other 
pertinent  material  will  be  issued  at  that  time. 

Students  may  register  for  courses  in  different  Institutes,  provided 
that  their  total  enrollment  constitutes  no  more  than  three  full  courses. 

*LATE  REGISTRATION.  Under  special  circumstances,  permission 
may  be  obtained  from  the  Director  to  register  after  June  27,  but  no 
later  than  July  5.

FACILITIES  AND  SERVICES 

HOUSING.  Rooms  for  individual  students  are  available  only  with 
board.  A  limited  number  of  apartments  (without  kitchen)  are  available 
for  married  students  who  are  accompanied  by  their  spouses.  Un- 
fortunately, our  housing  accommodations  are  not  suitable  for  small 
children.  Linens  and  blankets  are  supplied.  Reading  lamps  are  not 
provided.  "AH  applicants  are  requested  to  complete  the  "Room 
Accommodation"  section  of  the  application  form.  A  deposit  of  $10.00 
must  accompany  applications  for  campus  housing.  This  deposit  is 
not  returnable  if  the  applicant  fails  to  occupy  the  room. 

MEALS.  Meals  will  be  provided  for  resident  students  in  the  North 
Dining  Hall.  Non-resident  students  may  arrange  for  meal  contracts 
similar  to  those  held  by  resident  students,  or  they  may  eat  in  the 
Dining  Hall  on  a  cash  basis. 

*  Teachers  in  public  school  systems  whose  closing  dates  are  later  than  lune  27  may 
secure  permission  from  the  Director  to  enroll   up  to  July   5,  without  penalty. 
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LIBRARY.  The  University  Library  will  be  open  Monday  through 
Saturday  of  each  week.  In  addition,  there  is  a  separate  science 
library,  housed  in  the  Kalman  Science  Center,  for  students  con- 
centrating in  that  area. 

BOOK  STORE.  The  University  Book  Store  stocks  all  the  textbooks 
needed  for  Summer  School  courses  and,  in  addition,  carries  a  wide 
and  attractive  variety  of  books  from  all  publishers.  The  Book  Store 
will  also  fulfill  the  needs  of  students  for  toilet  articles,  stationery, 
candy,  etc. 

RECREATION  AND  SOCIAL  ACTIVITIES.  The  favorable  location  of 
Brandeis  will  enable  students  to  enjoy  the  many  advantages  of 
Metropolitan  Boston.  Boston  is  only  twelve  miles  from  the  campus 
and  is  easily  accessible  by  automobile.  Special  trips  may  be  arranged 
to  museums  and  historic  sites  in  the  area.  Several  professional 
summer  theatres  perform  nearby.  Weekly  concerts  will  be  held  on 
the  campus.  Distinguished  motion  pictures  will  be  shown  on  the 
campus  each  week.  A  weekly  gazette  of  all  major  artistic,  recrea- 
tional and  social  activities  will  be  distributed  to  students.  Swimming 
is  accessible  at  a  number  of  fine  beaches  within  an  hour's  distance 
from  the  campus  by  automobile.  At  Brandeis  itself,  indoor  and  outdoor 
athletics  will  be  arranged  for  interested  students. 

MEDICAL  SERVICES.  There  will  be  a  nurse  on  duty  at  the  Brandeis 
Infirmary  from  9:00  a.m.  to  5:00  p.m.  Mondays  through  Fridays. 
A  regular  member  of  the  Brandeis  University  medical  staff  will  be 
on  call  at  all  times.  The  Waltham  Hospital  is  a  short  distance  from 
the  campus. 

COUNSELING.  A  counseling  staff  will  be  resident  on  campus  and 
will  be  available  to  help  students  at  all  times.

Sumero-Akkadian  Literature  and  the  Bible  S-202 

One  of  the  major  contributions  of  the  past  hundred  years  to  the  humanities  consists 
of  the  restoration  and  translation  of  the  Sumerian  and  Akkadian  (also  known  as 
Babylonian  or  Assyrian)  literary  documents  written  in  the  cuneiform  script  and 
consisting  of  myths,  epic  tales,  hymns,  lamentations,  historiography,  and  "wisdom". 
This  Sumero-Akkadian  literature  left  a  deep  impress  on  the  Hterary  products  of 
practically  all  the  peoples  of  the  Ancient  Near  East,  including  the  Hebrews.
